OF RIGHT.

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B. IF THE EAST GERMAN OFFICIAL REFUSED TO LET THE VEHJCLE(S) 
PASS AND DEMANDS DOCUMENTATION, THE CONVOY OR VEHICLE COMMANDER 
WILL ASK HIM TO PRODUCE . SOVIET OFFICER TO WHOM NORMAL 
DOCUMENTATION WILL BE SHOWN, 

C. IF PASSAGE WITHOUT DOCUMENTATION AND THE DEMAND TO SEE 

A SOVIET OFFICER ARE BOTH REFUSED, THE CONVOY OR VEHICLE COMMANDER

B. IF THE EAST GERMAN OFF iC I AL REFUSES TO LET THE VEHICLE 
PASS AND DEMANDS DOCUMENTATION, THE DRIVE WILL ASK H I M TO 
PRODUCE A SOVIET OFFICER TO WHOM NORMAL DOCUMENTATION WILL 
BE SHOWN . 

C. IF PASSAGE WITHOUT DOCUMENTATION AND THE DEMAND TO SEE 

A SOVIET OFFICER ARE BOTH REFUSED, THE DRIVER WILL TURN BACK 
AND REPORT THE MATTER TO THE MILITARY POL ! CE ON DUTY AT THE 
US CHECKPOINT. 

D. UPON CONFIRMATION OF THE FACT THAT EAST GERMAN OFFICIALS 
ARE EXERCISING CONTROL OF THE SOVIET ZONE CHECKPOINTS, THE 
US COMMANDER, BERLIN WILL SUSPEND TRAVEL BY PRIVATELY OWNED

OF EMBASSY ASSIGNED PERSONNEL, VEHICLES OPERATING UNDER WEST

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1 . IN THE EVENT THAT EAST GERMAN POLICE OR OTHER EAST GERMAN 
OFFICIALS REPLACE SOVIET PERSONNEL AT THE MARIENBORN CHECKPOINT: 

A. THE TRAIN COMMANDER WILL DECLARE TO THE EAST GERMAN OFFICIAL 
THAT THE TRAIN IS A MILITARY TRAIN AND DEMAND TRANS I T THROUGH 
THE SOVIET ZONE AS A MATTER OF RIGHT. IF THE TRAIN IS PERMITTED 
TO PROCEED WITHOUT MEETING FURTHER DEMANDS OF EAST GERMAN 
OFFICIALS, THE TRAIN COMMANDER WILL TRANSMIT VIA RADIO HIS
